A Texas Tragedy—Violent Beath of Two 
Noted Desperadoes at }an Antonio. 
SAN ANTONIO, T#X., March 13. 
The particulars of the &illing of Ben 
Thompson and King Fisher, ‘the two most 
noted desperadoes that Texas has ever 
known, are as follows: Thompson and 
Fisher arrived here on the eight o’clock 
trainfrom Austin. They had been on un- 
friendly terms for some time, but had 
made friends, got drunk andpame here to 
take inthe town, acting in’a bdisterous 
manner on the train. Arrivéd here they 
went to an entertainment at Eurnet Hall, 
where they displayed their pistols con- 
spicuously,. but committed no act of vio- 
lence other than forcing their way in with- 
out paying admission. Just before the 
close of the play they left the opera hall 
and drove to the Vaudeville Theater. This 
place will be remembered as where 
Thompson’s last victim, Jack Harris, fell a 
little over.a year ago. They took a dri 
at the bar and sauntered up-stairs and inté 
the gallery, where Joe Foster and Billy 





Simms, the present proprietor of the Vau- ; 


deville, and who were in partnership with 
Jack Harris when he was killed, were seat- 
ed. They spoke to and shook hands with 
Simms, and Thompson ordered the drinks. 
Owing to the insulting remarks of Thomp- 
son to Foster a quarrel ensued almost im- 
mediately, and all parties jumped to their 
feet. Special Policeman Jake Coy inter- 
fered and ordered them to quiet down. 
Thompson addressed Foster with op- 
probrious epithets, called him a thief, 
and then changed his tone and asked 
Foster to shake hands’ with bim. 
The latter refused, wheftupon Thomp- 
son struck Foster with his cocked pistol, 
cutting his lip; atthe same time Officer 
Coy struck Thompson’s pistol hand and 
the pistol went off, taking effect in Fostei’s 
leg below the knee. Rapid firing from all 
ensued. King Fisher fell at the first fire, 
with one ball through his head just above 
the left eye, one through the heart, and one 
through the knee. His own pistol was not 
discharged, Thompson received one shot 
in the left eye, one in the temple and one 
through the abdomen. They fell side by 
side. Thompson continued to shoot as he 
fell. Of the theatre party, Foster, as be- 
fore stated. had his left leg shatteretl be- 
low the knee. Officer Coy received a flesh 
wound in the calf of the leg and Simms a 
slight wound. 

The greatest confusion prevailed in and 
about the theatre. Several parties jumped 
out of the second-story window. 

Officers took charge of the place and re- 
moved the dead bodies to the jail, where 
an inquest was held. The jury returned a 
verdict that Thompson and Fisher came to 
their deaths from pistol shots at the hands 
of Foster, Simms and Coy. They further 
find that the killing was done in self-de- 
fense, thelives of the latter being in immi- 
nent danger. No arrests were made. 

Thompson’s body was shipped to Austin 
and Fisher’s to Uvalde. Joseph Foster 
had his leg amputated and it is thought 
he cannot live. The public knows Thomp- 
son’s history. King Fisher is credited 
with having killed not less than twenty- 
five men. Both have heldhigh civil of- 
fices at different times, and despite their 
fame, or possibly in consequence of it, 
they have many, very many, friends.

THE LASKER RESVLUTIONS. 


A Disposition Manifest to Let this Rather 
Delicate Matter Drop Betoré it Leads to 
Complications. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 17. 

The more seriously they consider the 
subject the stronger grows the disposition 
of the House Committee on Foreign Affairs 
to treat the Lasker incident very mildly, 
and it now appears to be not improbable 
that the committee will recommend 
that the House take no further action 
in the matter. A member of the com- 
mittee said: “Why should the House 
either debate or adopt a resolution re- 
affirming the sentiments of the Ochil- 
tree declaration? Bismarck returned 
the latter to Minister Eisendecker; Secre- 
tary Frelinghuysen has in effect refused 
to receive it from the hands of the Ger- 
manu Minister; hence as a matter of fact 
the original resolution has not been re- 
turned, either to the State Department or 
to the Honse. It is unwise and impolitic 
to do anything except to let the subject 
drop.”’ 

It is perfectly well known here that 





the most prominent members of both par- 


ties in the House are of one mind regard- 
jug the propriety of the passage of the 
Ochiltree resolution. They think that 
resolution should have been objected to 
when it was first offered. Some of them 
say in private conversation that the at- 
tein of one branch of the National Leg- 
islature to communicate on any subject 
directly with a foreign parliament ie, un- 
der any circumstances, an improper thing 
to do. 

No matter what sort of a report or 
recommendation the Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee may make it is regarded as_ proba- 
bie that debate on the subject in the 
House cannot be avoided.

AFTER SEVENTEEN YEARS. 


Tne Secret of a Shocking Murder Commit. 
‘ted Seventeen Years Ago Just Revealed by 

the Death-Bed Confession of the Murder- 

ess—The Victim Her Own Daughter. 

DayTon, O., March 17. 

A horrible and somewhat sensational 
crime of seventeen years ago has been re- 
called by the death-bed confession of Mrs. 
Catherine Kett, that she murdered her 
own daughter on the evening of January 
11, 1867. Christine Kett, a bright, pretty 
German girl of eighteen years old, was 
found dead at her mother’s house. Her 
head was pounded into a shapeless mass, 
and by her side was a bloody axe which 
told the story. Part of the skull 
had fallen into the cellar 
and her brains were — spattered 
about the room. ‘The wildest excitement 
ensued. Several parties were arrested 
and narrowly escaped lynching, her lover 
among them. Her mother seemed frantic 
with grief, and urged lynching the prison- 
ers. Incourse of time all the accused 
proved their innocence, and the crime has 
been almost forgotten. The mother soon 
removed from that house. She grew old 
rapidly and looked haggard. She had hor- 
rible dreams and slept poorly, awakened 
with screams. Once she got mad at her 
son, caught him by the throat and said: 
‘“‘] have shed blood once and may do it 
ayain.’? Aweek or so ago she was taken 
sick, but refused to have physicians. 
Last Sunday, secing she must soon die, 
she called her son and after charg- 
ing him to keep her secret till death, 
confessed with minuteness how she had 
got mad at her daughter for staying all 
night with a friend and struck her with 
an axe, killing her. She then so arranged 
things that no suspicion attached to her, 
and caused the arrest of innocent parties. 
She soon died. Her son meant to keep 
his mother’s seeret, but somehow an ink- 
ling of it reached the ears of the report- 
ers, andtwo of them have, after much 
hard work, succeeded in getting the 
whole story. Mrs. Kett was sixty years 
of age when she died. 





A DANGEROUS COUNTERFEIT. 


A Tolerably Well Executed Counterfeit 
Twenty Dollar Silver Certificate—Defects 
by Which it Can be Detected. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 17. 
The secret service of the Treasury 

Department reports it is believed certain 
counterfeiters are concerting measures to 
simultaneously pass upon the public, 
especially in cities of the South and West, 
counterfeit twenty-dollar silver certifi- 
cates, Asample of the same has just 
been received at the office of the secret 
service division. The issue is a series of 
1880, Jas. Gilfillan, Treasurer, U.S. The 
paper is thick, greasy andstiff. The note 
is one-eighth of an inch shorter than the 
genuine. There is no distributed fibre or 
parallel silk threads in the paper asin the 
genuine. The words ‘‘silver certitl- 
cates’? appear in panels twice in the 
upper border on the face, not in the panel 
to the left. In the counterfeit the letters 
R. T. and F in the word certificate are en- 
graved wrong side up. Inthe counterfeit 
there are no periods dividing the initials 
in B. K. Bruce on the lower left corner. 
The check letter C is without accompany 
ing number and inthe name of Gilfillan 
only the first I is dotted. On the back cf 
the note the word ‘‘taxes”’ is plainly spelt 
‘taris,”? and the word ‘“engraved’’ is 
spelt “engravod.” The color of the seal 
is brick red; it should be verging on 
brown. The forgoing salient points, if 
carefully noted, will for the present pro- 
tect the public. While the note should 
not deceive careful handlers of money, 
especially when the geometric lathe work 
is examined, yet the hurried and 
careless, because of its fair appearance, 
it might work great damage,

FUOT AND MOUTH DISEASE, 


The Plague thatis Playing Havoc Among 


the Stock-Raising Interests of the West— 

Public and Private Measures to be Taken 

to Prevent its Spread—Reports from Vari- 

ous Sourées. 
Des MOINES, IA., March 17. ° 

Governor Sherman has received two let- 
ters from Louisa County stating that the 
foot and mouth disease had evidently 
broken ont among the cattle of that re- 
gion. The letter from the Town Clerk 
of Wapello Township says that a meeting 
of the Township Trastees was called for 
the purpose of taking action in regard to 
an epidemic believed to be what is called 
the foot and mouth disease of cattle, 
which has broken out in the herd of Jona- 
than Drake, a farmer living one-half mile 
west of Wapello and one-fouth mile from 
the station of the B., C. R. and N. R. R. 
The board have instructed me to inme- 
diately communicate to you the facts and 
symptoms of the disease that you may take 
such action as you think proper for its 
suppression. Drake has fifty head of 
cattle, consisting of steers, cows 
and yearlings, and the disease 
was manifested in the following manner; 
The animal is first taken with a stiffuess 
and lameness in the joints above the 
hoofs of the hind legs (the fore legs are 
not affected); has a purient discharge 
from the nose and running at the eyes, 
which have a dull stupid look. Aftera 
few days the foot begins to crack at the 
joint above the hoof, and in a few days 
more drops off. It has a hard, dry ap- 
pearance, and breaks like a piece of wood. 
There are about forty out of fifty head 
afflicted. A numberhave died in the past 
few days. There is great alarm among 
the cattle men of the vicinity in conse- 
quence, as the county is largely devoted 
to stock raising. The Township Board 
therefore urgently requests that you send 
a competent veterinary to investigate this * 
epidemic, and take such actionas you may 
deem proper to prevent the further spread 
of the disease. 

Fortunately, the Legislature is in ses- 
sion, and whether or not the cases in 
Louisa County prove to be the genuine 
foot and mouth disease, ample provis- 
ions will doubtless be made for stamp- 
ing out the malady. The question 
cume up in the House Saturday after- 
noon on the consideration of the bill to 
appoint a State veterinary, and there was 
a general expression of opinion in favor 
of acting promptly. This bill had been 
drawn before the outbreak in Kansas, 
and as its provisions were not deemed 
sufficiently sweeping in character, it was 
recommitted to the Committee on Agri- 
culture. Drofessor Stalker, veterinary of 
the State Agricultural College, left for 
Kansas, Saturday night, for the purpose 
of investigating the nlavue raging there. 
He had not then heard of the suppuscu 
outbreak in this State. 

EFFINGHAM, ILU., Maroh 17. 

Simon Beattie, an expert sent by the 
Breeders’ Guzette to investigate the cattle 
plague, supposed to be prevailing in this 
vicinity, and a person who has given the 
{foot and mouth disease careful study, not 
only ia this country, but in Canada and 
Scotland, after making a close investiga- 
tion of the afilicted herds here makes the 
following statement: “The foot and 


mouth disease reported to be prevalent 
in Effingham and adjoining counties 


proves, upon investigation, to be without 
foundation. I visited the largest herd in 
this county, said to be affected with the 
foot and mouth disease, the herd be- 
longing to Robert C. Keating, seven 
miles north of Effingham I found 
the cattle had the foot rot, 
but not a single indication of the foot and 
mouth disease. The herd consists of fifty- 
one cattle, part of which became afflicted 
with foul in the foot about January first. 
Not being properly cared for the disease 
has increased, and some of the cattle 
have lost theirhoofs. The diseaseis con- 
fined to calves and younger portions of the 
herd. The older cattle and sheep in the 
same pasture show no signs of the dis- 
case whatever. Of the fourteen now 
suffering not one shows the slightest in- 
dication of diseased mouth, and all have 
ravenous appetites, indicating poor feed- 
ing. From thirty years’ experience in the 
foot and mouth disease, having seen hun- 
dreds of cases, and from careful exami- 
nation of these cases, I am certain that 
these cattle are not affected with the foot 
and mouth disease. From information 
gathered here in regard to other cases re- 
ported in this and adjoining counties, I 
am convinced they are similarand that no 
foot and mouth disease exists in this sec- 
tion of the State.’’ 





NeEsHO FALus, KAS., March 17, 

Several surgeous representing imported 
cattic interests both of the Eastand West, 
arrived here. They all pronounce the 
disease genuine epizootic apthal, beyond 
a doubt, but express surprise that it is so 
slightly contagious. The climate of Kan- 
sas and all other circumstances are so de- 
cidedly unfavorable to its spread and de- 
velopment, that all are confident it can 
be easily and wholly abated by the de- 
struction of infected herds and disinfec- 
tion of premises. As itis only a question 
ofa few dollars, no alarm is felt since 
the cali for a special legislative session. 
In two weeks there won’t be a case in all 
Kansas.- On Saturday, Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor Finney sent the following dispatch 
to the Governor of Illinois: 

NEOSHO FALLs, March 15. 
To GOVERNOR HAMILTON: 

Recent dispatches represent you as say- 
ing you would issue a proclamation quar- 
antining against Kansascattle. Hope be- 
fore taking such action you will make a 
thorough investigation. No fat cattle 
are affected and only five herds of stock 
cattle in the entire State, and these are 
closely quarantined.

Kuowledge and virtue were na‘tr.l- 
ly associated and were essential t ibe 
maintenance of the Republicen Guovern~ 
ment and free institutions; it was there- 
fore, the paramount duty of the nation to 
seve that its citizens were educated. An 
American citizen had a continuous public 
life even without helding a public office. 
He was the governing power of his coun~ 
try; he was king. The education of the 
common school was all that tweaty-four- 
twenty-fifths of our citizens could secure, 
and the effort of the nation should be to 
secure to all the highest possible good 
from the common school. 

NATIONAL ILLITERACY. 

According to the census of 1880, ont of 
50,000,000 population in the United States 
there were 9 and 82-100 per cent who could 
not read and 12 and 44-100 per cent who 
could not write. The proportion of white 
people who could not wrie was Gand 96. 
100 per cent, of colored 47 and 70-100 per 
cent. The naumber of persons of school 
age was 15,527,332, while the number en, 
rolled was only 9,781,221, and even of that 
number the actual average atteudance was 
about two-thirds of the enrollment or about 
one-third of the number that should at- 
tend. 

In the thirty-four cities of the Union, 50 
to 82 per cent. of the children were not en- 
rolled at all—that is, would never know 
how to read or write. More than one-ninth 
of the citizens of the United States were 
unable to read or write. He cited statistics 
to show the varying proportions of illite- 
rates to the whole population for several 





years past. ‘I'he average immigration was 
now, he continued, equal in intelligence to 
the average of our native population.

Senator Blair's Speech in the Senate. 


WASHINGTON, March 18.—Bills were in~ 
troduced and appropriately referred as fol 
low: By Hawley, to authorize the Secre- 
tary of the Navy to offer a reward of $25,- 
000 for rescuing or ascertaining the fute of 
the Greely Arctic Exdedition. 

The bill to aid in the establishment and 
temporary support of the common schoels 
was taken up. It appropriates for the first 
year $15,000,000; second year, $14,000,000; 
third year, $13,000,000. and so on for ten 
years, decreasiug $1,000,000 yearly, to be 
expended for common school educatior, 
the expenditure in each State to beona 
basis of the illiteracy; the money to be 
paid by ths United States iu the first in- 
stance to the Treasurers of the respective 
States or such other agents us the Stat s) 
may designate, the Secretary of the Inte- | 
rior to have charge ofthe portion going to 
the Territories. The bill asserts the object 
to be, not to establish an independent sys 
tem of schools, but simply toaid in the 
maintenance of State schools and provides 
that no part of the money appropriated by 
the bill shall be paid out iu anz State 
which sball not, during the first five years 


It isa fact, rot familiar to the public 
'mind, that nearly three-fourths of the illit- 
/erate voters of the couvtry were in the 
; Southern States—those States having one- 
\third of the voters of the country. be 

itween 1870 and 1880 there had been no 
diminution in the proportion of illiterat:s 
|tu the whole population. As shown by the 
| census tables, not more than three-fourths 
of the voters, he thought, really had such 
«a measure of education as tu erable them 
intelligently to weigh reasons for and 
against public measures which must come 
before them, and which must ultimately be 
ado; ted or rejected by the body of the peo- 
ple. 

A numb-r of the foremost educators ot 
different sections of the country came be- 
fore the Commissioners of Eduoation of the 
two houses of Congress to alvocat: legisla~ 
tive measures which should aid the schoo 
systems of the States. They hed expressed 
the conyiction that many of the States were 
unable to weet the difficulties which illite~ 
racy were imposing upon them. “The 
‘safety of the republic,” these gentlemen 
had said, ‘“‘is the supreme law.” 

CONDITION OF THE NEGROES. 

Referring to the general industrial and 
so7iul condition of the colored population 
of the South. Blair declared that it was 
rapidly becoming worse. The peuple are 
discontented and demoralized, young men 
becoming more and more disposed to vio- 
levee, and ure drifting into a condition 
which bodes harm to the repsblic unless 
education be brought promptly to bear 
When Ergliand freed the slav-s in Jamaica, 
she paid $10,009,000 to the former slave 
owners, but made bo provision for the ed» 
ueation or elevation of the slaves themselves, 
The result was seen, in the fact that 60 per 
cent. of the births in the islana of Jamaica 
were illegitimate. Looking at the snbject 
vroadiy be thought taat for much cf the 
ignorance which existed in the United 
States the whole couatry was to some ex~ 
tent responsible, because the Soutbern 
States were not alone in the responsibility 
for the existence of slavery; and since the 
existence of the nation was as much dex 
pendent on intelligence ag it was on the 
perpetuity of the States, the nation asa 
whole could not afford to be indifferent to 
the educati>n of its citizens, 

On the conclusion of Blair's speech the 
Senate went into executive session and on 
the doors being reopened, adjourned. 
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Killing Negroes in Lauderdale 
County. 


From The Advogate. } 
Florence, Ala., March 14, 1884. 

On the evening of March 5th, a party of 
three white men, consisting of Shalor Ives, 
Joseph Hale and one Briggs, while riding 
along near Driscol’s Chapel, not far from 
the village of Center Star, encountered two 
colored men, when Ives, without any cause 
whatever, accused one of the negroes known 
as Joe Mackey, of cursing him. 

The negro, of course, denied the charge, 
adding that he was not inthe habit of 
using profane language. 

At this juncture, Hale, with a view of 
precipitating matters, remarked that he 
would kill Mackey and his companion 
with a rock if they did not leave the vicini- 
ty immediately. The negroes not wishing to 
have any trouble, proceeded to leave their 
tormenters, and had gone but a few yards 
when lves, probably for no other reason 
than to gratify an insatiate desire for shed- 
ding blood, pulled out his revolver, took 
deliberate aim, and shot Mackey, an old 
and peaceable man, killing him instantly. 
The good people of the neighborhood re- 
gret the death of Joe Mackey, ashe was 
one of the best colored citizens in Lauder- 
dale couuty. 

The person who did the killing is the 
same Ives who shot Adam Thomas, at 
Florence, a few days before. 

The two murdere:{ men were staunch re- 
publicans while the murderer is a gennine 
bourbon democrat.

Mississippi Flood. 


Highest Water Since 1874 at New Or- 
leans---Break in the “Mulatto 
Levee” Above Baton Rouge. 


New Orleans, March 18.—The riv- 
er has risen 5 inches in the past 24 
hours, and is now at the highest wa- 
ter mark of 1874. The rain contin- 
ues, with eccasional heavy showers. 
High wind prevails, and the weather 
is unfavorable for the levees. A 
small break occurred in the Carrolton 
levee tosday, but it was soon closed. 

A dispatch to the Picayune from 
Baton Rouge says a crevasse occurred 
at Viola plantation, six miles above 
Baton Rouge ferry landing, in what 
isknown as “Mulatto Levee.” The 
break, at last accounts, was 40 feet 
wide and 6 feet deep and widening 
rapidly. The embackment near the 
crevasse averages 8 feet in height and 
is built of sandy material. The water 
will inundate a number of famous 
plantations, including Viola, Belaire, 
Poplar Grove and Anchorage, in fact 
all down to Plaquemine. It is thought 
that the opening can be closed: Rain, 
which has fallen since noon yester- 
duy, continues to pour in a deluge. 

New Orleans, March 19.—The 
weather is clar and pleasant. The 
river has receded an inch, and is now 
an inch below high water mark. The 
crevasse above Baton Rouge is now 
125 feet wide, and is rapidly increas-

He knows that there is 
a time for fertilizing, a time for plant- 
ing, a time for cultivating, a time for 
harvesting, and « time for selling. He 
knows that June is not the time to break 
up the ground for corn, ror December 
the time for harvesting the crop; that 
each grain and vegetable must be pla ed 
in th» soil when the season and the ele- 
ments are ready for it; that the mature 
product, to be perfe t, must be given 
sufficient time to 1ipen, and yet not be 
allowed to deteriorate in quality by per- 
mitting it to remain uncared for until 
the per.od of maturity has been reached. 
It is the work of long \ears to practi- 
cally and thoroughly learn th se things, 
yet he is not master of his business if 
he fails to familiarize nimself with them. 
There is a great deal, and much more 
than many people imagine, in being 
prom tly ready for the changes of the 
seasons onthe farm. ‘That it is infinite- 
ly better to push one’s work than to 
be pushed by it is the exp:rience of 


everyon* who has given both kinds of | 
of") 


management a fair trial. It is, 
course, impossible to do the same kinds 
of work at precisely the same date 
each successive year. So great are the 
variations of season and temperature 
that there will necessarily be a differ- 
ence of a fortnight or a month in plant- 


ing for a certain crop this year and | 


next. A late spring or an early one 
may necessitate quite a change in pro- 
gramme in matter of time. But this 
need not and should not interfere with 
the farmer's beng prepared for either 
event. There is no good reason why 
one should not be always ready to take 
advantage of an unusual propitiousness 
of season. If time can be gained by an 
unexpected favorable opening of spring 
or early arrival of summer he should be 
in a position to rea‘ize the most possi- 
ble from the advantageous circumstan- 
ces. If the scason be late there is no 
loss in being ready for it early. Indeed 
there is even thena gain in being always 
on tme. There issuch a thing, of 
course, as being in too great a hurry 
in rushing the work of the farm. Plow. 
ing, p'anting and harvesting may alike 
be so unseasonably early as to be profit- 
less. There is no great proneness. 
however, in this direction. We take it 
that delay is chargeable with agricul- 
tural failure toa much greater extent 
than is undue haste. The most suc- 
cessful farmer is the one who avoids 
both these extremes. Always ready and 
always in good time he never rushes 
inconsideritely ahead of nature, and is 
only placed at fault in his calculations 
by some very unusual development of 
season or some circumstance teyond 
his control. The country wants more 
clear-headed, thoughtful, well posted, 
ever ready men in its agricultural in- 
terests, in order to make the chief oc- 
cupat:on of our people in the highest 
degree r.munerative and thriviug.--

Its Good and Bad Members—The Remark-

No city upon the American continent has 
a larger floating population than Washing- 
ton. It is estimated that during the ses- 
sions of Congress twenty-five thousand 
people, whose homes are in various parts 
of this and other countries, make this city 
their placa of residence. Some come here, 
attracted by the advantages the city offers 
for making the acquaintance of public 
men; others have various claims which 
they wish to present, while the great ma- 
jority gather here, as the crows flock to 
the carrion, for the sole purpose of getting 
a morsel at the public cmb. The latter 
class, as a general thing, originate the 
many schemes which terminate in vicious 
bills, all of which are either directed at 
the public treasury, or toward that reve- 
nue which the black-mailing of corpora- 
tions or private enterprises may bring.

These, of course, are fought by the butch- 
ers aud market-men. ‘The first attempt to 
force a bill of this description was in 1877, 
when a prominent Washington politician 
offere:l a fabulous sum for the franchise.” 

“Anything else in this line that you 
think of, Mr. Ashley ?”? 

“Yes, there’s the job to reclaim the Po- 
tomac flats, which, oa it become a law, 
wuld have resulted in an enormous steal. 
The work is now being done by the Gov- 
ernment itself, and will rid the place of 
that malarial atmosphere of which we 
hear so much outside the city.”

Were they successful it would 
be a sad commentary = pe our system of 
government, and would virtually annihi- 
late one branch of it. The at majority 
of them are either reporied adversely or 
smothered in committee by the watchful- 
ness aud loyalty of our Congressmen.”
